Washington Letter 



[From Our Regular Correspondent.! 

Washington, D. C.. Nov. 18, 1901. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been captured 
by the trusts and has declared 
against any revision of the tariff by 
this Congress. He has been warn- 
ed by such republicans from the 
Midd-West as ex Gov. Washburn, 
of Minnesota, who told him that 
the republican sentiment of that 
section was in favor of a revision 
of the tariff along the lines propo- 
sed by Representative Babcock, of 
Wis.,and that it will be necessary 
for him to do something against the 
trusts or there will be trouble in 
the party. He is now casting 
around for some bluft that will 
make the admisistration appear to 
be against the trust* without real- 
ly injuring them. One result of 
that casting around may be a little 
anti-trust buncombe in his message 
to Congress; another may be a 
spasm of anti-trust actively in the 
Department of Justice, which may 
prosecute a trust or two uudel the 
Sherman law. . But none of these 
will fool the iutelligentr men, 
who know that if Mr. Roosevelt 
wanted to hit the trusts he could 
easily have done so by favoring tar- 
iff revision. 

Senator Vest headed off the story 
that his improved health had caus- 
ed him to change liis mind about 
not being a candidate for reelection 
as soon as he reached Washington, 
by declaring in the most positive 
terras that he intended to retire 
from public life at the close of his 
present term in the Senate. Mr. 
Vest as usual, has clear and vigor- 
ous ideas as to what will and will 
not be done by the republican ma- 
jority in Congress. He thinks it 
reasonably certain that the Ship 
subsidy bill will go through; also 
some sort of a measure to protect 
the President and other officials 
from anarchists, and that some ot 
the reciprocity treaties before the 
Senate will be ratified. The rest 
will depeud largely upon the re- 
commendations of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
message, in Mr. Vest’s opinion. 
He doesn’t believe there will be any 
tariff legislation of importance,, and 
on the question of anti-trust legis- 
lation was very positive that noth- 
ing would be done. He said: 
“There may be some pretense of 
attacking the trusts, but it will 
amount to nothing. The course 
of the republican party iu the first j 
session of the last Congress shows 
that they do not propose to have 
any conflict with the trusts if they 
can possibly avoid it. The House 
of Representatives at this session 
passed a bill with only one dissent- 
ing vote, and he was a republican,
